19. (Amended) The active inductor according to Claim 16, further comprising a 
third capacitor provided on said feedback path.

[second] first capacitor interposed between said [gate] drain of said first field effect transistor 
and said [drain] source of said second field effect transistor.

[third] second capacitor interposed between said [drain] gate of said first field effect 
transistor and said [gate] drain of said second field effect transistor.
